two given points, ‘‘electric eyes” 
see persons and things placed in 
front of them —still or in m otion.

end,

‘‘electric eyes" see is reproduced 
in m iniature on a 
sm all 
screen 
m uch as a movie film reproduces 
motion pictures In a theater. 
Both the seeing and the rep ro ­ 
duction are continuous. 
C urrent of ’‘E lectrons” 
E ither telephone w ires or radio 
can be used as the m eans of tra n s ­ 
mission. 
Billions 
of 
“electrons”—Infini­ 
tesim al units of electric life—form 
a flowing 
cu rren t 
through 
the 
telephone wires 
or 
through 
the 
ether. 
On this 
current, 
eyesight 
travels—the hum an being of whom 
th is winged 
eyesight 
becom es fa 
p art and parcel sitting spellbound 
the while. 
The ‘‘electric eyes" of the tele­ 
vision apparatus are photo-electric 
cells, 
which 
resem ble 
radio 
set 
tubes of huge size. 
These cells are

scene was H erbert Hoover, secre­

Recommendations 
that 
Orange 
county withdraw definitely from 
the tri-county (Orange, Riverside 
and Imperial) tuberculosis hospital 
building project, to have been lo­ 
cated at Banning, and take steps 
looking toward the erection of a 
modern 100-bed sanitorium some­ 
where in the Santa Ana mountains 
in the country lying between San 
Juan Capistrano and Elsinore, were 
voiced by different speakers at a 
conference meeting of the Orange 
County 
Tuberculosis 
association 
held yesterday afternoon at St. 
Ann’s Inn. 
Br. John Wehrly, president of 
the county association, 
presided 
over the meeting which was at­ 
tended by the following members: 
Mrs. C. C. Vlolett, Garden Grove; 
A. J. Crookshank, Santa Ana; Z. 
B. West jr., district attorney; Dr. 
V. G. Presson, county health of­ 
ficer; Dr. Harry D. Zaiser, super­ 
intendent of the county hospital; 
Mrs. J. V. Kelsey, Garden Grove, 
president of the county P.-T. A.; 
Mrs. Z. B. West jr., Santa Ana; 
Rev. St. John O’Sullivan. San Juan 
Capistrano; William Schumacher, 
chairman of the county board of 
supervisors, and Mrs. Amelia A. 
Meagher, secretary of the organi­ 
zation. 
Mrs. Edith Tate-Thompson, of 
Fresno, director of the bureau of 
tuberculosis, California state board 
of health, and executive secretary 
of the California Tuberculosis as­ 
sociation, who had come down from 
the Raisin City, was the principal 
speaker. 
Mrs. Thompson carried 
her left arm in a sling, having sus­ 
tained a slight fracture to the wrist 
in a traffic accident on W est Fourth 
street Just as she arrived in the 
city for the meeting. 
She had 
alighted from a Santa Fe train 
and was trying to catch a bus, 
when she slipped and fell on the 
pavement. 
She was treated by 
Dr. Wehrly. 
Calling attention to the Increase 
of tuberculosis in Orange, River­ 
side and Imperial counties, Mrs. 
Thompson 
urged 
that 
definite 
action be taken by the Orange 
county authorities. 
From 1920 to 
1925 she said, there were not leas 
than 867 cases of tuberculosis in 
Orange county alone, 538 of which 
ended fatally. In the course of her 
remarks, she reviewed the pro­ 
ceedings 
which 
resulted 
in 
the 
tri-county hospital project, to have 
been known as the San Gorgonio 
sanitorium. 
Notwithstanding the 
fact that the three counties had 
practically agreed upon the build­ 
ing plans and purchased the nec­ 
essary site, further progress was 
delayed by the Orange county rep­ 
resentatives who objected to hav­ 
ing their county foot 52 per cent of 
the building cost.

In part the growth has been due 
to increase in population, County 
Superintendent Mitchell explained, 
but the remarkable development in 
higher education also is evidence 
of wider interest, as well as better 
appreciation en the part of the 
public in the purpose and func­ 
tions of secondary schools.

Pyramids of Cheops Attract 
Deepest Attention Be­ 
cause of Workmanship 


The women of Egypt «re leav­ 
ing behind 
the 
costumes of a 
thousand years In favor of short 
skirts and high heels, and before 
many years elapse the women of 
Cairo will be as modernly dressed 
as are the women in any part of 
Europe. 
The body of King T ut 
has been taken back Into his tomb, 
to rem ain forever, but the wonder­ 
fully rich 
surroundings 
of his 
sarcophagus may be viewed in the 
Egypt museum, a collection re ­ 
splendent beyond description. 
Those are two of the interesting 
bits of information contained in 
a letter received 
in 
Santa Ana 
from J. H. Scott, of this city, who 
is on his w ay home after a world 
tour. 
When he wrote bis letter the 
ship had stopped a t Port Sudan, 
about half way through the Red 
Sea, and there the traveler first 
set 
foot 
on 
African 
soil. 
The 
boat took on a car go of gum and 
doom nuts, 
the 
gum being the 
pitch from some African tree and 
is used in making gum arabic and 
mucilage. 
The nuts. alm ost as 
hard and white as Ivory, are used 
to make buttons. 
Modern Cities Along Cana! 
This territory is under British 
control and the city itself is laid 
out and being built up In real 
modern fashion, says Mr. Scott. 
The next port on the route is 
Suez, where the canal begins at 
the end of the Red Sea. The ship 
waited here for a few hours for 
clearance orders to start on the 
canal trip, but the passengers had 
no opportunity to go ashore, so 
were obliged to content themselves 
with the close-up view of the city 
of Suez which they could get from 
the ship. 
It looked like a very 
modern and prosperous place. 
The trip through the canal takes 
anywhere from 12 to 24 hours, ac­ 
cording to the number of times 
the ship had to stop and tie up 
to permit otner boats to pass. The 
canal, with 
the exception of a 
few places where lakes occur, Is 
a very narrow ditch, dug through 
the 
sandy 
desert. 
The 
desert 
sands are constantly drifting Into 
the 
canal, 
necessitating an 
im ­ 
mense am ount of work by the 
canal company to shovel out and 
carry them back. 
Much of this 
work 
is 
done by 
donkeys 
and 
camels. 
This 
was 
the 
first sight 
the 
travelers obtained of camel land. 
They saw plenty of the anim als 
afterw ard, so that they were no 
novelty, 
but 
the 
first 
sight of 
one of these long camel caravans, 
winding its way with slow and 
stately tread along the desert, be­ 
side the canal, gives every green­ 
horn a real thrill, writes Mr. Scott. 
His boat w as lucky enough to get 
through in 12 hours, not having to 
stop for other ships to pass. 
Port Said is the Mediterranean 
terminal of the canal. On one side 
of the entrance is the lighthouse 
and on the other a colossal statue 
of Ferdinand De Lesseps, the en-

But Cairo, he says, is a city to 
delight any traveller’s heart. 
So 
full of Mfe and color. 
Peopla from 
every Batlon under the sun, dress­ 
ed In every sort of native garb. 
The Turkish fez for men and the 
bleck scarf and veil for women 
seem to be modernizing rapidly, 
as the women, while veiling their 
faces, 
have 
their 
skirts 
up 
to 
their knees and wear high-heeled 
shoes as up-to-date as Broadway. 
Strange combinations of ancient 
and m odem dress are seen here 
and In a few years all will be so 
modernized that It won’t be worth 
a visit. 
Plsnty of Alma Seeksra 
The greatest pest of this city of 
Cairo and the bane of the tourist’s 
life Is the vast hords of beggars, 
peddlers 
and 
would-be 
guides. 
They beset one before and 
be­ 
hind and on both sides. 
Hawkers 
of shoe 
strings, 
beads, 
postal 
cards, laces and everything im ag­ 
inable run after one for blocks. 
Bootblacks 
insist 
on 
shining 
your shoes, guides attach them ­ 
selves to you and you can’t shake 
them off and beggars everywhere 
are crying "baaksheesh.” 
The on­ 
ly w ay to get rid of them Is to 
get angry and threaten them with 
a stick and that is hard on one’s 
disposition. 
•Cairo Is not an ancient city as 
antiquity goes, but dates back to 
about 620 B. C. 
It w as built by 
the Arabs and Is not In Egyptian 
style. 
It Is a city of m osques and 
m inarets, there being more than 
500 Mohammedan mosques there. 
A visit Is not complete w ithout a 
visit to a few of the largest and 
most elaborate ones, but the two 
places of supreme importance are 
the Pyram ids of Gizeh and 
the 
m useum . 
The pyramids are across 
the Nile on the edge of the desert, 
easily reached in 40 m inutes by 
electric car or auto. 
*1 have looked at their picture* 
m any 
tim es,” 
writes 
Mr. 
Scott, 
“w ithout any feeling of aw e, but 
when I stood for the first tim e at 
their feet and looked up at their 
hoary 
heads 
lifted 
skyward, 
I 
felt like taking off my hat in rev­ 
erence to those 
m ighty 
m onu­ 
ments that have stood there for at 
least 4000 years, defying storm and 
time and men, watching ages and 
nations come and go. 
They alone 
remain of the seven wonders of the 
ancient world. 
Explores Largest Pyramid 
“The first day I spent there. I 
explored the largest pyram id In­ 
side and out, climbed to the top 
and 
crept 
inside 
through 
long 
sloping 
tunnels 
to 
the 
burial 
chambers of King Cheops and his 
wife and daughters in the center 
of the pyramid. 
This one covers 
a ground area of 13 acres, is 736 
feet long on each side at the base 
and 
In 
481 
feet 
high. 
It 
took 
100,000 men 30 years to build It. 
The 
rock 
was 
quarried 
from 
across 
the N ile about 
15 
m iles 
aw ay and then it w as surfaced 
with alabaster rock brought down 
the N ile 600 miles away. 
“These 
blocks 
average 
about 
three feet thick, some are five feet, 
and ar© SO feet long. 
How they 
were transported and put Into place 
Is a m ystery to modern engineers. 
W e do 
know 
that 
It w as 
done 
by slave lanor and under the task­ 
m aster’s lash, hundreds of thous­ 
ands of the people 
of 
conquered 
nations were driven to the 
work 
till they dropped dead and like so 
m any 
flies 
their 
bodies 
were 
thrown into the great 
pits 
and 
others took their places, all that 
one monarch might have a tomb 
for his dead body to rest in se­ 
curity. 
“W hat • a 
beautiful sight 
this 
m ighty 
pyramid must have 
been 
w ith its w hite 
alabaster 
surface 
glistening under the desert sky, but 
none of the outside covering of 
alabaster 
remains! 
It 
has 
been 
stolen and peeled off through the 
ages by succeeding monarchs to 
build mosques and palaces, till the 
surface has been 
reduced 
to 
a 
depth cf 25 fe e t The Inside blocks 
are of a softer limestone, w hich is 
gradually m elting away. 
“There are three large and three 
small pyramids nere at Gizeh. Each 
one has a shaft or tunnel about 
four feet square, and pointing di­ 
rectly at the North star, the rea- 
wllderlng array of archaeological 
other tunnels lead to the burial 
chambers. 
“The sphinx was 
next 
visited. 
The m ajority of pictures having 
the pyramid 
in 
the 
background 
m isrepresent the 
actual 
size. 
It 
was much smaller than I had Im­ 
agined. The sand has recently been 
excavated from around It, so that 
the forelegs and feet are exposed. 
It is 90 feet long and 70 feet high, 
and is carved from solid rock with 
the exception of the forelegs, which 
are built up with blocks of stone. 
Near It are the excavated ruins of 
the sphinx temple, also carved out 
of solid rock, and now many feet 
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underground on 
account 
of the 
drifting sand of the desert. 
Has First Carnal Ride 
“Here I had my first camel ride, 
which is quite an experience. The 
riding is very

for table; It is when the camel gets 
up that you have to look out. A 
camel gets up In three stages. First 
on the fore knees, then the back 
end comes up and lastly the rest 
of the front legs, In* three great 
pitches forward and backward you 
plunge, then It It smooth sailing. 
“One day at the pyramids did not 
satisfy me, so I went back a few 
days later and spent another day 
wandering about alone, exploring 
the smaller ones and hiking out in­ 
to the desert to get rn more dis­ 
tant and inclusive 
view 
of the 
whole group. 
I cannot describe 
the spell and charm of them; you 
must see and feel it for yourself. 
Bee King Tut Treasures 
"I spent two days In the Cairo 
museum, 
probably 
the 
world’s 
greatest collection of Egyptian an­ 
tiquities. One could spend months 
thars and not aaa alk It la a be­ 
wildering airy 
of 
archaeological 
treasures gathered from all parts 
of Egypt 
There orc statues of 
kings, bits of architecture, sarco­ 
phagi 
and 
mummies 
until 
you 
can’t sleep. Two entire rooms are 
tilled with treasures taken from 
King Tufa tomb and his body has 
been replaced In the tomb to stay, 
but the three golden mummy cases 
that enclosed his body are in the 
museum, beautiful beyond descrip­ 
tion. All the golden furniture, two 
chariots, royal throne and personal 
affects of the king are to remain 
on exhibition. 
“One whole room fu used for the 
display In glass casas of his Jewels 
and 
ornaments,

They Alone Rule 
Haifa Colony 


By NEA Servies 
JERUSALEM, April 26.—W oman 
in ancient Palestine was never the 
beast of burden that she was in 
some of the other eastern coun­ 
tries. 
And the new Palestine, be­ 
ing created today, in accordance 
with the Balfour Declaration, is 
living 
up 
to 
this 
tradition 
of 
women’s equality. Indeed, tho beau­ 
tiful 
section 
of 
Xahalal, 
near 
Haifa, first settled by the Zionists, 
boasts 
of 
the 
only 
all-w om an’s 
colony in the world. 
Here. a group of one hundred 
ajid 
fifty 
women 
rule 
supreme, 
themselves doing everything from 
cooking to tilling fields and laying 
roads. 
Student Founders 
The colony was established sev­ 
eral years ago by a group of young 
Jewish girl graduates from Europe, 
who came to Palestine enthusiastic 
to “do their bit” towards th# re­ 
establishment of the national Jew­ 
ish homeland. 
They found hun­ 
dreds of young women, working 
side by side with the men, doing 
every form of the rough, pioneer 
work . required in building up a 
new country. 
But these newcomers, influenced, 
perhaps, 
by 
current 
“feminine 
emancipation” ideas, felt that the 
women workers were merely as­ 
sisting—playing “second fiddle" to 
the 
men. 
They 
felt that 
th# 
women ehould have us opportun­ 
ity to make their own individuel 
contribution to the rsooag&ttc-

tion work. 
They believed that an 
all-woman's colony would result 
In the creation of a type of woman 
pioneer who could act as a leaven­ 
ing Influence In the women’s world 
of the new Palestine. 
Co-operative Government 
With thia end in view, on a 
stretch of ground given by the 
Jewish National Fund, the Wom­ 
en’s Colony was established. It is 
governed on a co-operative basis. 
Not only do women cultivate the 
fields, but some pf them are desig 
nated with the responsibility of 
disposing of the crops. 
All of 
the roads in the new colony were 
laid by the women. 
At the col­ 
ony, too. Is a splendid agricultural 
school, where, between their work­ 
ing hours, the girls receive thor­ 
ough training In the science of 
agriculture. 
Each year they elect 
theta own "Rosh,” or head of their 
C o n n e ll, who serves as the mayor 
of a village. 
Three-Year Residence 
Under a provision of the consti­ 
tution of the oolony, no one Is 
permitted to reside there more 
than three years.

Wilson is in the perfume manu­ 
facturing business in Santa Ana 
Contrary to the opinion of many. 
the use of perfume started 5000 
years before the birth of Christ 
when it was used in offerings to 
deities, as an esthetic agent, and [ 
as an embalming fluid. 
Incense 
perfumed with pleasingly scented 
odors 
were 
burned 
continuously 
in the temple. 
No king or prince 
was considered to be worthy of 
his title until he had been an- 
nointed with perfumed oils. 
The 
modern era of cosmetic use was 
introduced with the Elizabethian 
period of history, Wilson says. 
Perfumes find 
their source in 
vegetables, animal and chemicals. 
Different perfumes are taken from 
different parts of the plants. 
To start the process of perfume 
manufacturing, synthetic oils and 
natural materials are put together 
and added to alcohol in four gallon 
quantities. 
This mixture is put 
into a container and shaken for 
24 hours.

filtered 
through 
paper,

That the raising of the water levels in wells of Or­ 
ange county, as a result of the heavy rains this 
spring, is but a temporary relief from the conditions 
that have prevailed for three or four years ^ was 
graphically pointed out in an interview with W. W. 
Hoy, jHiblished in yesterday’s Register. Mr. Hov, as 
engineer for the Santa Ana Development company, 
working with federal authorities, has been making 
measurements in a number of wells of this county for 
several years past. This data is a part of much that 
is being gathered in a stud)’ of water conditions in 
Southern California. 
While water levels have increased five feet in some 
wells to 14 feet in other w’ells, heavy pumping this 
summer and next summer will almost certainly bring 
the levels down to the points of 1926, the lowest in 
the history of the county. 
We ought not—must not—allow temporary relief to 
deter us from going ahead with all possible speed to­ 
ward securing permanent relief. 
The water prob­ 
lem is just as important to us today as it was last 
December. Our job is just as important and just as 
big. It is our duty, our responsibility and our need 
to take whatever steps are possible to conserve the 
waters that come to us through drainage from near­ 
by mountain ranges and to bring to our cities from 
the Colorado river whatever water we can secure 
from that source. 
Too often temporary relief brings about a let-down 
in activities seeking permanent relief. 
Our intelli­ 
gence, in this matter of water, will not allow us to be 
lulled into a feeling of security that does not exist.

In this age of chewing-gum championships, mov-

One of the most unfortunate 
facts about 
social 
change is that at times forceful action is necessary 
to attain progress, while at the same time forceful 
action always sets up new side forces of brutality 
and criminality’ that tend to disgrace and to cor­ 
rupt and weaken the progressive movement. 
No better field for observing these opposing forces 
is to be seen than in the efforts of Mexico to a t­ 
tain some degree of social progress during the last 
score of years. 
W ith the purpose of 
enlightenment 
of 
Mexico, 
Americans 
almost without 
exception 
sympathize. 
The unfortunate fact is that the incidental brutal­ 
ities, violences and indecencies 
that 
have 
been 
evoked out of the civic disturances are driving many 
Americans into opposite camps, the one side condon­ 
ing abuses of life and property and of social happi­ 
ness in Mexico because they sympathize with the 
need of liberalizing Mexican politics and social con­ 
ditions. 
The observers on the other side tend to 
condone the past stagnation of Mexican politics and 
social condition because they feel strongly on the 
abuses that have occurred in the last ten years. 
There is a state of outlawry In Mexico that is dis­ 
graceful to any state, ruinous to any order of so­ 
ciety. 
If the people of Mexico are to attain any 
communal dignity, they m ust attain for themselves 
communal responsibility. 
It is a fac. that in the 
present Mexican situation there are both rights 
and wrongs. 
To know the rights should not blind 
us to the weakening effects of the wrongs.

LAXATIVES ARE BAD IF TAKEN TOO OFTEN 
The modern 
physician 
is rather Intolerant of 
attem pts to control disturbances of the stomach and 
intestines by the regular use of patented laxatives 
and cathartics. 
Many a person has developed a 
cathartic 
habit 
by attem pting to control temporary attacks of slow 
action of the bowels by the ready-made prepara­ 
tions that may be had through the drug stores. 
A person who suffers with irregularity should add 
to his diet a larger quantity than normal of fluids 
in the form of water or of buttermilk. 
Tea should 
be avoided because it contains tannic acid, which 
may by its astringent action, counteract the good 
effect of the larger quantity of liquids. 
The fluids 
should be taken not only a t meals but in the inter­ 
vals. 
The diet in such cases should contain an large 
an amount of fat as the patient can take without 
much disturbance. 
The amount of vegetables that 
contain quantities of fibrous tissue should be in­ 
creased. 
Such vegetables 
include 
spinach, 
peas, 
cauliflower, cabbage, asparagus, onions, celery and 
tomatoes. 
It is possible, however, easily to carry to extremes 
the eating of indigestible substitutes that add bulk 
to the diet. 
If such masses 
accumulate 
in 
the 
bowel, the effect is not favorable. 
Fruits may be given freely and also such cereals 
as oatmeal and cornmeal, as iv ell as graham, rye, 
whole wheat and bran breads. 
Among the foods that are classed particularly as 
laxative foods are honey, 
cider, 
molasses, 
apples, 
pears, peaches, oranges, prunes, dates and figs. 
It bas been estimated that the average American 
consumption of cathartics represents a total pur­ 
chase of over $50,000,000 a year. 
These include not 
only the Irritant pills, but also the salts of various 
types and the synthetic preparations. 
Among the relatively harmless 
substances 
now 
taken by the public because they may be kept In 
the family medicine chest without much danger are 
mineral oil, wnicb is apparently not damaging to 
the stomach and intestinal walls and which aide 
the easy passage of material, and the substance 
known as agar-agar, a Japanese seaweed. This sub­ 
stance bas the power of absorbing water, forming a 
bulky mass in the intestines, distending them and 
stimulating their movement.

This week is dedicated to trees and youth—to growing things. 
Public Schools week, sponsored by the Masonic organization, 
will encourage a wider acquaintance with the aims and accomplish­ 
ments of the schools. It will be marked with special exercises, dis­ 
plays of the work of students, and a general inspection by public 
and parents of the school plants. 
The object is one of acquaint­ 
anceship, that discussion concerning schools may be well informed. 
This week, then, the citizen may ask of himself how much 
he knows of the schools for which he so generously contributes and 
to which he sends his children. The honest answer will be an in­ 
centive to a visit where he may see the boys and girls at work, 
meet the teachers, and listen to explanations of what is going on. 
The schools house a growing crop which is even more important 
than trees yet the interests of the one may well be stressed in the 
same week with the interests of the other. 
American Forest Week is a nationwide call to citizens to give 
thought to the protection and development of the great forest re­ 
sources and take part in bringing about better forest conditions. 
It has been designated by proclamation of the president: "In the 
belief that no other of our national problems is of greater moment 
than the rehabilitation of our forests now so hopefully begun, but 
needing the strong support of our collective will and intelligence.” 
In this country one-fourth of the area is better suited to timber 
growing than to any other purpose. When much of this land, now 
idle or semi-idle is put to work growing trees, industrial and agri­ 
cultural stability will be strengthened. The president concluded: 
"Consider what blessings the use of this land for intensive for­ 
est culture would bring to our country. 
Our migratory forest in­ 
dustries would be stabilized and made permanent. 
Rural industry 
would be greatly strengthened and vitalized. 
Agriculture would 
find in silva-culture a strong ally, providing markets for farm 
produce and for surplus labor. 
"Our farms themselves contain nearly a third of our wood­ 
land—an enormous potential farm asset if handled for continuous 
timber crops. 
With widespread forest culture, new wealth would 
spring up for the support of roads, schools, and local government, 
and the rural regions would enjoy a larger share of the national 
prosperity. For some of our surplus capital now seeking investment 
abroad, new outlets would be found in forest production. Our peo­ 
ple would then have an assured supply of timber and would see 
the hills and the waste places reclothed with forests for their 
pleasure and inspiration.’'

Nicaragua Canal a Myth

Occasionally 
the 
nation 
hears 
that the United States will build 
a canal in Nicaragua to supple­ 
ment the Panama route. 
We even 
hear 
that 
one 
of 
the 
reasons 
for the presence of marines In 
Nicaragua is to protect the United 
States’ interest in the canal route. 
Visions- of another 
canal 
via 
Nicaragua can all be laid at rest. 
The government will have no need 
for such a canal for at least an­ 
other century. 
The existing ca­ 
pacity of the Panama canal can be 
more than doubled by the ex­ 
penditure of $20,000,000 to $25,- 
000,000. The Nicaragua canal would 
cost 
between 
$400,000,000 
and 
$500,000,000. 
Congressman Dickinson of Iowa, 
chairman of a house subcommit­ 
tee, has Just completed an Inves­ 
tigation of the canal situation and 
has filed his report In which he 
declared that not for a century 
will It be necessary for the crea­ 
tion of a second canal. 
The 
report 
declares 
that 
the 
Panama canal is only being op­ 
erated at 40 per cent capacity, that 
no ship starts Into the canal af­ 
ter 
2 
o'clock In 
the afternoon. 
By Increasing the water 
supply 
and by lighting the canal, and by 
the putting on of a night shift of 
employes for operating purposes, 
the present capacity can be more 
than doubled. 
By the building of 
another dam in order to secure an 
adequate water supply the capac­ 
ity could be Increased 50 lockages 
a day, that is 50 more vessels per 


day could go through, A third set 
of locks wo lid be necessary la 
order to properly handle such aa 
Increase: 
Says the Congressman: 
“There Ie also a disadvantage in 
the Nicaraguan route of the addi­ 
tional distance to 
be 
dug. 
The 
Panama Canal Ie 
46 
mtlea from 
ocean to ocean, or very much 
shorter than the Nicaraguan route. 
“Economically, 
we 
should 
In­ 
crease the capacity of the Panama 
route and lay aside the Nicaraguan 
canal idea for the consideration of 
the next century. 
“We hear suggestions of the pos­ 
sible danger of airplane attack on 
a single canal. 
If our defense Is 
not good with respect to the Pan­ 
ama canal, it would not be good as 
to the Nicaraguan canal. 
If one 
is vulnerable, the other would be 
similarly vulnerable. If hostile air­ 
planes could ruin one canal, they 
could ruin the other. But we have 
the best defense In the process of 
preparation for Panama, as to land 
and water and air, that powerful 
engineering has been able to de­ 
vise.’* 
But perhape the Congressman's 
middlewestern atmosphere of de­ 
velopments has never given him 
the 
proper 
perspective 
of 
the 
growth in the Pacific. 
The Pa­ 
cific coast of the United States is 
itself showing a tremendous de­ 
velopment and It Is only a very 
small part of the world that is 
served by ships which depend upon 
the Panama canal.

A plan for stopping w ar by a 
more businesslike arrangem ent of 
our preparations for mobilization 
is presented In the May number of 
The Forum magazine, by Stuart 
Chase, a New York w riter on so­ 
cial and economic subjects. 
The 
main idea is to take the profit out 
of war. According to his idea, no­ 
body in time of w ar is to draw 
anything more than plain army 
pay. The government is to assume 
control of all the country's indus­ 
tries. 
The government will proceed im ­ 
mediately, by proper legislative and 
executive action, to provide that, 
upon the declaration of any fu­ 
ture war, the entire man power of 
the nation—every farmer, every in­ 
dustrial worker, every clerk, every 
boss, every business man—shall go 
upon a war footing, taking the 
status of a soldier with a soldier's 
pay. 
Unskilled and 
semi-skilled 
workers shall take the status of 
private’s 
pay. 
Skilled 
workers 
shall take the status of corporals 
and sergeants; foremen, the status 


of top sergeants: business execu­ 
tives 
shall 
become 
lieutenants, 
captains, majors, colonels; presi­ 
dents of great companies shall be 
generals—with 
only 
a 
general’s 
pay. 
In addition to the flat army 
rates, the non-commissioned men 
shall receive a differential pay­ 
ment equal to the food, clothing 
and shelter which the soldier in 
the arm y receives gratis. The basic 
arm y wage, furtherm ore, shall be 
a t least as great as the going rate 
for unskilled workers a t the time 
that war is declared. 
Thus a ce­ 
ment pourer will get about the 
same wages as usual if he con­ 
tinues in industry. 
If he goes into 
the army, he will get that wage 
loss the cost of the food, shelter, 
and clothing which be now re­ 
ceives 
gratis. 
This 
figure 
will 
constitute the basic pay for all 
fighting privates. If the industrial 
worker Is married, he will receive 
an additional sum equal to the 
standard arm y allowance for wives 
with husbands a t the fro n t
